. NAUTICAL INTELLIGENEE. . 
The Minerva, Blaney, one of the India fleet, is 
got into Ramfgate harbour, with lofs of anchors and 
cables. 

Thurfday morning arrived a mail from New-York, 
brought to Falmouth by the Princefs Charlotte in 24 
days. ; ‘ 
Wednefday morhing the arriyal of the undermention- 
ed thips in the Downs was announced at the India 
Houfe by exprefs—Carnatic, Thames, Taunton Cattle, 
from China—Enropa, from Bencoolen—aVilliam Pitt, 
Manofhip, Effex, Princefs Royal, Exeter, from Bom- 
bay:-—Tellicherry (ektra thip) Coyerdale, Caftor, and 
Minerva, from Bengal. 

The Carnatic left te Cape about the 20th of No- 
vember—the Cuffoells arrived there two days before 
the Carnatic failed. ' She left the Duke of Buccleugh 
in Buro Bay, among the Molucca iflands the 12th of 
September. ‘They had heard from Amboyna, that, 
20 days after the- Gilicig of the Taunton Caltle, none 
of the other fhips had arrived there. 

The Cuffnells was very fickly—the loft about 40 
men on her: paflage from China, and had about 50 on 
the fick lift. 

The Carnatic arrived at StHelena the 30th of Novem- 
ber, and failed the r2th of December, under convoy 
of thie Polyphemus—left his Majefty’s thip the Dart 
there. ‘

Yefterday, Captain Stephens, of the Tremendous 

man of war of 74 guns, Admiral Pringle’s flag hip, 

and Captain’ Adam of the navy, arrived at the Admi- 
ralty, with difpateles from India and the Cape. They 
came paffengers in the Polyphemus. 

A military officer alfo came to Mr Dundas’s Office 
in Parliament Street, with difpatches from’ Earl Mac- 


ertions of General Dundas, the Admiral, and Lord 
Macartney, affifted by the military. | All the batteries 
were manned, and upwards of a hundred ‘pieces of 
cannon were loaded and pointed at the Admiral’s hip : 
the furnaces were heated, and red-hot balls were ready 
to pour into and fink the Tremendous, which was at 
anchor before the Amfterdam batteries, in cafe the mu- 
tineers fhould refufe to deliver up the delegates, with the 
ringleaders, and return to obedience. A proclamation 
was iffued atferen A. M. and-only two hours. allowed 
for the mutineers to confider whether they would re- 
turn’ to their duty or not. When they found thatit 
was pofitively determined to fink the fhip, in cafe of a 
refufal, the fignal of fubmiffion was hoifted ten minutes 
before nine by the ‘Tremendous, ‘as well as all the other 
fhips, an@ the delegates were given up. of 
them have fince made their exit at the yard-arm, and. 
every thing was qniet on board the fleet on the 2d of 
when the fleet deft the Cape. : 

We are ¢nabled to felate the circumftances of this 
fecond mutiny ftom good authority ; but firft it will be 
neceflary to ftate, that the ‘former. one broke out on’ 
board Admiral Pringle’s flag thip, where the mutineers 
confined Captain Stephens, and threatened to. try him 
by one of their:mock Courts Martial, on a charge of 
cruelty and other mifconduct on board that thip. As 
foon as that:mutiny was got rid-of, Captain Stephens 
thought it due to his own honour and character to de: 
mand a Court Martial of the Admiral, on' the, charges 
alledged again{t him. Accordingly, a Court fat .on 
board the Sceptre. In the courfe’of the evidence a- 
gainft him, one of the witnefles appeared drunk, and 
prevaricated in his teftimony fo much, that the Prefident 
ordered the*Court to be cleared. After fome delibera- 
tions it was agreed that the man’s evidence fhould be 
deferred till the next day, and’ that no notice fhould 
then be taken of his conduét. 3 

_ The next/morning, the man was brought” up to con- 
tinue his evidence, when the Prefident gave him a fe- 
vere reprimand for being drunk, but excufed him from 
any punithmeat. - Oa this, another failor, of thé name 
of Jackfon, who had been a ringleader in the “firft. mu- 
tiny, called out in Court, affuming to himfélf at the 
fame time a great deal of confequence—‘® Why, Jack, 
I don’t think you were drunk, were you?”.I fee no 
reafon why you fhould be reprimanded.’”"—This inter- 
ruption was pafled over; and Jackfon being alfo an e- 
vidence againft Captain Stephens, was next called. Ha- 
ving finifhed his examination, the Court ordered him in- 
to cuftody, and that he fhould be imprifoned one month. 
A boat was at hand. to carry him on fhore, whither he 


ie 4 the fame afternoon, fymptoms of mutiny on board 
the Sceptre firft, and afterwards in fome laa fhips, 
were difcovered, and it was generally underftood that 
a refcue was to-beattempted——A Council was held’ 
on fhore, and it was wife Pi determined to ufe force to 
bring the ringleaders to fubjeétion, which was happily 
effected as above ftated. ‘Capt. Stephens has been hon- 
ourably acquitted by the Court Martial. 

By the above officer the Admiralty has alfo receiv- 
ed advice of the lofs of his Majefty’s thip Providence, 
Captain Broughton, which was on a voyage of difco- 


very. She was loft on the 16th of May laft on the 


coaft of Java, by running on a reef of coral rocks, 
when fhe foon afterwards bilged. The crew had juft 
time to be faved by the boats of the floop that was in 
company. 
Lord Macartney is much liked at the Cape. 

' ‘Thé army was encamped at about the diftance of five 
miles from the town. Some of the Dutch planters who 
refufed to’ take the oath of allegiance to King George 

have been tranfported to Batavia. Many foldiers defert 
Into the interior part of the country, where they are 
much encouraged bythe Dutch planters. To put an 
end to-thefe defertions, General Dundas has been o- 





bliged to make a fevere example by hanging or thoot- 
ing feyeral of them who were spercheadad. ae 


When the fleet lefe the Cape, the Cantot and fome 
other Indiamen had not arrived, and apprebehons 
were entertained of their fafety. The Cufoells Eatt Lo- 
diaman came in three or four days before the departure 
of the fleet, after a moft tedious paflage of five months 
from China, and the crew fo fickly, that the was not 
able to proceed with the other fhips, but was obliged to 
remain for the recovery of her people. Her men were 
fo weak that they had not ftrength to moor the fhip un- 
til affiltance was procured from the other veflels. The 
Cape is ftated to be a moft valuable place for the Eng- 
lih. It will fave the lives of man brave feamen, as 
numbers die on boatd Indiamen before they can reach 
St Helena, and even when they arrive there, little or 
no refrefhment.can be procured. The fleet which has 
now arrived, could not get a fingle bullock, or even a 
fheep; af St Helena ; but at the Cape every thing was 
to be had in the greateft abundance. 

Accounts are received in town, from India, of the 
lofs of four coutitry fhips, which have fallen into the 
hands of the enemy. ; 

The Martha, and Charlotte, loft in the Eaft-Indies, 
unfortunately got-aground on the Gafper fand, and fuf- 
fered fo much injury, that when they afterwards floated 
into deep water, every exértion was fruitlefsly employed 
to fave them, Captain M‘Donald,’ of the Charlotte, 
finding it impoflible to fave the thip, judicioufly employ- 
ed his people in preparing a raft ; anda very fecure one 
was completed, on which the greater part of the crew 
committed themfelves fhortly before the fhip went 
down, all.of whom were foon afterwards taken up b 
the Pilot fchooner. Captain M‘Donald, and thofe 
officers and men who had at the fame time betaken 
themfelves to the long-boat, arrived fafe at Calcutta. 
Thus all the people belonging to the Charlotte were 
fortunately faved. . 

The Martha, Captain Barnard, alfo foundered.— 
Her crew were feen clinging to the foremaft of the 
wreck, which was drifting to the tide. The pilot of 
the Haughty fchooner made every pofhble exertion to 
afford afliftance to the unfortunate fufferers, and ‘fuc- 
ceeded in faving the Captain and moft of the thip’s com- 
pany. The following, according to the latelt returns, 
comprehends the whole of the people lolt belonging to 
the Martha : ,

—But men ought to have the modeity to know for 
what they are fitted, and the difcretion to confine their 
exertions to fubjects of which they have a competent 
knowledge. se 2 : 
& There is perhaps little difference in the {trength of 
memory, in the acutenefs of difcernment, in the folidi- 
ty of judgment, in any of the intelle@ual powers on 
which knowledge depends, between a ftatefman and a 
manufacturer, between the molt learned divine and a 
mechanie—the chief difference confifts in their talents 
being applied to different fubjects. All promote both 
the: public good and their own, when they act within 
their proper fpheres, and all do harm to themfelves, and 
others, when they go out of them. You would view 
with contempt a {tatefman who fhould undertake to re- 
gulate a great manufactory without, having been brought 
up to bufinefé ; or a divine, who fhould become a me- 
chanic without having learaed his trade ; but is not @ 
mechanic, of manufacturer, {till more mifchievous and 
ridiculous, who affe&ts to become a ftatefman, or to 
folve the difficulties which occur in divinity? Now this 
is precifely what the men I am cautioning you again{t 
with you to do—they harrangue yoe on the diforders o- 
our conttitution, and propofe remedies ; they propound 
to you fubtilties in mesaphyfics and divinity, and defire 
you to explain them y and becaufe you are not prepared 
to do this, or to anfwer all their objodtions to our go- 
vernment, they call upon you to reject religior), natural

« T have not time to lay before yom the rife and progrefs 
of that «infidelity with’ refpe@ to. revealed religion—of 
that fcepticifm with refpettto satural religion—of’ that 
infanity. with refpeét to government, which have, by 
their combined influence overwheliped with calamity one 
of the mightieft flates im Europe, and which menace 
with deftruation every other. I fave not time to fhew 
you, by detailed quotations from the writings of the 
French and German philofophers, that the fuperftition 
of the church of Rome made. them infidels—that a 
knowledge 
made them fceptics—and that. tHe tyranny of the com 
tinental governments made them enemies of al! govern- 
Ment, except of that filly fyftem of democratic liberty 
and equality, which never has bad, nor ever can have a 
permanent eftablifhment among/t mankind. 

“ Though I cannot, in this thort and general addrefs, 
enter fully or deeply into thefe, matters, I may be al- 
lowed to fay to thefe philofophers, How hasit happen- 
ed, that men of your penetration, in fhunning one vice, 
have fallen like fools into. its oppofire? Does it follow, 
that Jefus Chrift wrought no miracles, becaufe the 
church of Rome has pretendéd to work many? Does 
it follow, that the apoftles, were not _honeft men, be- 
caufe there have been priefts, bifhops, and Popes who 
were hypocrites ? Is the Chriftian Religion’to be ridi- 
culed as more abfurd than, Paganifm, to be vilified as 
lefs credible than Mabometanifm, to be reprefented as 
impiotis and abominable, becaufe men, in oppofition to 
every’precept of Chrift, and to every practice of the a-

You are thofe reptiles with refpe& 
to your knowledge of the time when God created, and 
the manner, in which he ftill takes care of the world.—

He who persfes with attention the works of thofe

thing, but in his hatred of that. gofpel which would 
have enlightened the ob{curity in which he was invofved, 
and at once diffipated all his doubts. As to his no- 
notions of government, he appears to have been as un- 
fettled in them.as in his religious fentiments ; for though 
he had been one of the at zealous apoftles of liberty 
and equality, though he had attacked monarchical go- 
vernments in all his writings with great bitternefs, yet 
he at laft confeffed to one of the greateft princes then 
in Europe, that he did not love the government of the. 
lowelt orders—that he did not with the re-eftablifhment 
of the Athenian democracy. * 

“ Such are the inconfiftencies of men who, by their 
fane difputation againit religion, have difturbed the a. 
{ciences of individeals; who, by their fenfelefs railing 
againft government, have endangered the tranquillity of 
every nation in Europe! And it is againft fuch men I 
warn you. 
* Are any of you oppreffed with poverty, difeafe, 
and wretthednefs? Let none of thefe men beguile you 
of your belief that “ God is, and that he is the reward- 
“ er of them that diligently feek him,”—* the proteg- 
* tor of them that truft in him.’’—Arre apy of you af- 
flicted in mind,‘ defpairing of merey through the multi- 
tude of your fins? ‘Let none of thefe men {tagger your 
perfuafion that the gofpel is true; for therein you will 
read that “ Jefus Chrift"came into the world to fave 
“* finners”’—repent, and the gofpel ‘will give you con- 
folation, Are any of you rch rous in your circum. 
ftances, and eafy in your faalsiehtin® Let none of 
thefe men, by declaiming againft defets in our con- 
ftitution, or abufes in government, betray you into an o- 
pinion that were the prefent order of things overturned, 
a better might, by their counfels, be eftablithed ; for, 
by their counfels, you would either be plundered of your 
property, or compelled to become their accomplices in 
impiety and iniquity. See what has happened in France 
to all orders, to the common people as well as to the 
nobility. ‘* The little finger of their republic has be- 
“ come thicker, more oppreflive to the whole nation, 
“ than the loins of their monarchy ; they were chalti- 
“* fed with whips, they are chaftifed with fcorpions.”” 

“ 1 am not altogether infenfible of the danger I may 
have incurred, (fhould matters come:to extremity) by 
thus publicly addrefling my countrymen. 1 might bave 
concealed my fentiments, and waited in retirement, till 
the ftruggle had been over, and the iffue known ;-but 
I difdain fafety accompanied with difhonour. When 
Hannibal is at the gates, who but a poltroon would lift 
ten to the timid counfels of neutrality, or attempt to 
fcreen himfelf from the calamity coming on his country 
by reo as a vagabond amid the mountains of Wales 
or of Weftmoreland ?, Tam ready, and I am perfuad= 
ed that I entertain a juft confidence in faying, that hun 
dreds of thoufands of loyal and honeft men are as rea 
dy as I am, to hazard every thing in defence of the
